Seedling? to 
Be Planted 
Hempstcad County landowners, 
cooperating with the Terre Rouge- 
Bodcaw Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, will complete planting more 
than 250,000 pine tree 
seedlings 
during the next few weeks, it was 
made known here today by John 
Keck, of the U. S. Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. 
The trees are being planted on 
idle land and land best suited for 
timber production. Three species 
of pine are being planted, Loblolly 
and Shortlcaf, which arc native 
to this area, and Slash pine which 
has been imported from Louisiana 
because of its rapid growth. The 
Loblolly and Shortleaf were pur- 
chased by individual landowners 
from the State Nursery at Bluff 
City. The Slash pine is being dis- 
tributed by the Soil Conservation 
District. Trees are generally being 
spaced teen feet by six feet, or 
about 700 trees per acre. 
Pulpwood and fence post thin- 
nings can be expected in ten 
to 
twelve years from these planta- 
tions, according to Mr. Keck while 
sawlogs and other products can be 


back to work since mid-September. 
Soft coal miners have worked only 
three weeks since Sept. 19. 
Today's back-to-work order was 
issued at a thrice-postponed meet- 
ing of the United Mine Workers' 
200-member policy committee.

Washington, Dec. 1 —</PI— Demo- 
cratic chances in next year's con- 
gressional elections look so good to 
some party members they are wor- 
rying about over-confidence. 
That was the plain irripUcation 


today in a sum-up of the political 
situation given a reporter by Sen- 
ator Kerr (D-Okla). Kcrr is a for- 
mer governor and national conven 
lion keynote who keeps his eye on 
the national barometer. 
"The people are so aware of the 
nation's progress both at home and 
abroad under Democratic leader- 
ship that I think they will give 
their approval in the 1950 elec- 
tions," Kcrr said.

Dallas, Nov. 30 —(fi>)— Investiga- 
tors studied bits of wreckage and 
survivors' statements today in an 
effort to piece together all details 
of an American Airlines 
plane 
crash in which 28 died. 


Eight of the survivors remained 
in Dallas hospitals 
today. 
They 
were reported in fair 
conditions. 
Meanwhile 21 of the bodies were 
positively identified and the identy 
of the remaining seven was being 
traced through dental records at 
Dallas funeral home. 


The GO-passcnger

Love field airport. One engine was 
afire and another was failing be- 
ore the plane struck.

Italian Reds 
Suffer Stiff 
Setback 


Rome, Dec. 1 — (fP) —Italy's com- 
munists suffered a humiliating de- 
feat today in their attempt to para- 
lyze this nation in a 24-hour gen- 
eral strike. 


Seven hours 
after 
the 
strike 
started at 6 a.m. (11 p.m. Wednes- 
day (CST) its effects were scarce- 
ly felt. 
It was much more of a 
failure than a similar one-day gen- 
eral strike in France last Friday, 
and the second flop in a month for 
the communist-led General Confed- 
eration of Labor, (CGIL). 


Government spokesmen said the 


walkout was a failure except 
in 
Italy's big northern factories, the 
chief centers of Italian communist 
strength. 


Even the communist laid little 
claim to success. A spokesman for 
the CGIL admitted that transpor- 
tation was nearly normal in most 
cities. 


Yesterday the 
CGIL 
had 
ap- 
pealed to all workers in Italy to 
join the strike in protest against 
the death of two farmhands in a 
clash with police in the south. 
Today, however, a CGIL spokes- 
man said: "The strike didn't intend 
to paralyze the nation. It was only 
a limited protest." 
The government had denounced 


(he strike call as a "purely poli- 
tical" demonstration staged by the 
communists. 
The last communist attempt on 
the labor front—only a month ago 
—also was a flop. The CGIL had 
called a shorter, eight-hour nation- 
wide walkout in protest against the 
slaying of three peasants in clashes 
with police during the peasant in- 
vasion of private lands 
in 
the 
south.

It is a strange fact that Ameri- 
cans who loathe the 
name 
of 


nazism heartily endorse the essen- 
tials of national socialism, which 
Is the formal name of nazism. Our 
people never realized that nazism, 
meaning Hitlerism, actually was 
just state s o c i a 1 i s m under a 
strohgly nationalistic government. 
That is what nazism was, how- 
ever, and the wonder is that 
a 


people who so ardently desire to 
live under Hiterism 
ever 
could 


have been 
shoved 
into 
a 
war 


against Hitler. When we speak of 
dc-nazifying 
the 
Germans and 


undertake t o bar the Nazis for- 
ever from positions of authority in 
the now, debased Germany, 
we 


present a contemptible appearance 
to the German national socialists 
or Nazis. They 
are 
not 
stupid. 


They are 
• more intelligent politic- 
ally than we are. 


Hitler's system was copied from 


.Mussolini's and Mussolini's was' a 
system of paternal 
guardianship 


over the workers exercised by the ' 
unions and the industries together ' 
It was a partnership of the unions 
and the operators of big industry 
which were proteges of the 
gov- 


ernment. It worked well in big in- 
dustry in Italy and, later, in Ger- 
many. By this system, the union 
and the industry, steel, 
for 
in- 


stance, make blanket agreements 
under the general authority 
and 


direction of the national 
govern- 
ment. 


We have had a good deal of this 


already in our country. For 
ex- 


ample, the United Auto 
Workers 


of the C. I. O., an enormous union 
of nonentities, makes an overhead 
deal with General Motors. To the 
company doesn't want to be both- 
ered with the hiring and firing and 
discipline and personal 
problems 


of individuals. So it makes a con- 
tract with the bosses of the union 
to pay certain wage for certain 
work under certain conditions. If 
necessary, after a certain length of 
haggling, the company may agree 
to pensions and other "benefits" of 
fascism or national socialism 
or 


nazism. It is simple enough to add 
the expense of this to the retail 
cost of the product. 


Under complete, ideal 
fascism 


or nazism which is actually 
the 


goal of all the big union morioplies, 
of many big industries and of the 
Truman administration, the work- 
er eventually pays 
for 
his own 


"benefits" in the higher cost of 
everything he buys, from a hair- 
cut to a house. The people of the 
United States might like it. Cer- 
tainly, those who express them- 
selves with the greatest emphasis 
through the election returns are 
red-hot Nazi-fascists. They 
may 


not know it, but they are.

In the United States, right here 


in th<! city of New York, the most 
vigorous defender of the

Hoover, of Louisville, Ky., was 
arrested a week after the Feb 22 
slaying as he left 
the 
lakefront 
veterans a d m i n i s tration hospi- 
tal here. He had been a mental pa- 
tient at 
the hospital 
since the 
morning after the killing. 


Police said that Hoover admit- 
ted while under truth serum that 
he killed Mahoney in the hotel 
room, but later Hoover denied any 
knowledge of the murder.

Their Way 


.When the anti-trust lawyers from Washington filed their suit 
against A&P, we told the American people, our customers, our 
suppliers and our employees how this attack would affect them. 


We said that this attack, if successful, would mean the end of 
A&P as you know it. 
We said that it would mean higher food prices for American 
consumers. 
We said that if they succeed in destroying A&P the way would 
be cleared for the destruction of other efficient large-scale 
retailers. 


We thought the American people were entitled to know about 
this threat to their welfare and standard of living. 


Since that time, however, the anti-trust lawyers have been mak- 
ing speeches, talking over the radio, writing letters and giving 
stories to the newspapers, in which they say we are all wrong. 
They say that this suit will not close a single A&P store; and 
that instead of raising food prices it will lower them. 
And they have tried to give the impression that nobody will be 
hurt by this decision except the present owners of A&P. 
We don't think that the American people want to be confused by 
these statements. We know that when they have the facts, they 
will understand that this case can affect the living standards and 
the way of life of every American citizen. 
Here are the facts: 


The anti-trust lawyers have repeatedly stated that "the suit will not result 
in the closing of a single A&P store", and that "the purpose of the suit is 
to enjoin A&P from continuing activity which has been held to violate 
the law." 
The fact is that the suit is designed not only to "enjoin" A&P from alleged 
illegal activities, but actually to destroy the company. 
Here is what they have asked the court to do: 


Break up A&P's retail stores into seven groups, each of which must 
be sold to different owners, and operated under new management. 
Order us to sell A&P's factories, which produce many of the fine foods 
you find in our stores, to still other new owners. 
Prevent any of the seven groups of stores from operating any of the 
factories. 
None of the present owners, who have made A&P what it is today, 
can have anything to do with either the stores or the factories. 


The first A&P store was opened 90 years ago. For the past 50 years the 


company has been managed by George L. Hartford and John A. Hartford. 
These are the men who have pioneered the policy of low-cost, low-profit, 
low-price food retailing which has won A&P the patronage of millions of 
American families and given them more good food for their money. 


If the anti-trust lawyers have their way, these men and other company 
executives will be completely out of the picture. No,one can predict what 
the policies of the new owners of the various parts of A&P will be. 
No one can predict that they will sell the same quality food at the same 
low prices, or that they will keep the same employees, or give them the 
same high wages, short hours, pensions and security. 
Nor, despite the anti-trust lawyers' statement, can anyone tell how many 
A&P stores will remain open or will be closed. 
So, while there may be a food store where your A&P is now located, it 
won't be your A&P store. 
Make no mistake about it. If the anti-trust lawyers win their suit it will 
mean the end of A&P as you know it. 


The anti-trust lawyers have repeatedly stated that the suit will not increase, 
but should decrease, grocery prices. 
Anybody who has ever shopped in an A&P store, or has ever taken a 
high-school course in economics, knows better than that. 
Everyone knows that A&P's policy has always been to keep costs and 
profits at a minimum so that it can sell good food cheap. 
The very heart of the anti-trust lawyers' case is that A&P's methods, which 
they claim are illegal, have enabled the company to undersell competitors. 
How can anyone possibly say that you will get lower food prices by elimi- 
nating the company that has done so much to bring them down? 
Actually, there is no question that this suit, if successful, will mean higher 
food prices for A&P customers. 
Here is just one of a number of reasons: 


We manufacture many of the quality foods we sell in our stores, such 
as Bokar, Red Circle and Eight O'Clock coffees, Ann Page foods, White 
House milk, and many others. 
The anti-trust lawyers admit that we pass along these manufacturing 
savings to our customers in the form of lower prices. 


But, the anti-trust lawyers have asked the court to order us to get rid of 
our manufacturing facilities, which would put an end to all these savings. 
This means that if these A&P brands continued to be manufactured, you 
would have to pay higher prices for them wherever you found them. 


The anti-trust lawyers say that food prices would go down in other stores. 
They claim that food manufacturers would be able to sell cheaper to other 
grocers because they would not have to make up alleged losses they now, 
incur in selling to A&P. 
This, of course, is pure nonsense. The suppliers who voluntarily seek our 
business and are now rushing to our defense obviously find it profitable to 
deal with A&P. Actually, their sales to this company enable them to build 
up their volume, reduce their costs, and sell more cheaply to all grocers. 


The elimination of A&P from the picture would tend to increase, rather 
than decrease, the wholesale cost of food; and this, in turn, will be reflected 
in increases in retail prices. 
Make no mistake about it. If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in putting A&Pj 
out of business you will find your food bill is higher. 


f 


The anti-trust lawyers have insisted that this suit will not affect other dis- 
tributors, "nor will it destroy any efficiencies of mass distribution." 
The fact is that the anti-trust lawyers ask the court to break up the com- 
pany, make it yet rid of its admittedly legal manufacturing operations and 
in general destroy many of the efficiencies which have enabled it to sell food 
cheaper. 
If such an attack is successful, it immediately raises the likelihood of similar 
attacks on other chain stores. 
The anti-trust lawyers are saying that they "do not contemplate any other 
suits of this nature al lliiv lime" 
But that does not mean that they cannot undertake such suits at any future 
time if they win this case. 
As a matter of fact, the anti-trust lawyers made practically the same allega- 
tions against two of our largest competitors that they are nuiking against us. 
And it can also be used as the basis for an attack against other grocers and 
merchants in other lines. 
There are. today literally thousands of chain stores, voluntary groups and 
individual merchants operating with the same methods and in the same 
pattern here under attack. 


, If A&P is destroyed, no businessman could safely pursue an aggressive 
sales policy designed to lower prices and give his customers a better deal 
if by so doing he takes business away from any competitor. 
Even if the anti-trust lawyers have no intention now of prosecuting other 
suits, a decision against A&P will establish a precedent that could be used 
by the present anti-trust lawyers, or any future anti-trust lawyers, to destroy 
any efficient business that buys cheaply, sells cheaply, and grows big in 
the process., 
Such a decision would mean the end of the vigorous, healthy price com* 
petition which has given this country the highest standard of living ever 
enjoyed by any people anywhere in the history of the world. 


The anti-trust lawyers are trying to give a new interpretation to the anti- 
trust laws that, instead of preserving competition, will reduce competition. 
They are trying, by court decision, to impose a new kind of economic policy 
on the people of this country.

Easy to Have 
White Yule 
Indoors

If you like the idea of a gla- 


morous white Christmas, dust 
the new 
man-made, 
textile 
"snow" that's available this year 
over the greenery that decorates 
your home. 


New York's famed floral de- 
signer, Judith Garden, tells you 
how she uses white flock, dusty 
filings salvaged from the cutting 
of rayon yarn which looks like 
snow, to make 
evergreens 
and pine cones look as though 
they were touched by a 
fairy 
wand. 


Flock, in pound or half-pound 
bags and even in smaller pack- 
ages, is as available to you is 
it is to this creative designer, 
whose imaginative tricks with 
flowers and home 
decorations 
are apnlauded by a fancy New 
York clientele. 


Get your flock from an artist- 


supply shop or department store. 
Also get white .plastic 
paint. 


This plastic tube paint applied 
with an artist's brush 
make's 


flock adhere properly to leaves, 
needles, branches or cones when 
it is dusted on. After greenery 
is flocked, it should be put away 
for 24 hours in a safe place to 
allow the paint to dry. 


When you're all set, use some 


of Judith Garden's clever ideas 
for making the most glamorous 
display of your "White Christ- 
mas" 
decorations. 


For the dining table, 
make 


your own candelabra. Set it on 
a sprig of holly leaves, flocked 
white. For the candelabra, take 
heavy steel wire just 
pliable 


enough to bend and manipulate 
it into a candle holder and base 
which will take as many candles 
as you want to use. Wrap the 
steel with Christmas ribbon, as 
Judith Garden does, and insert 
needle-slim white tapers into the 
wire holders. 


Thanks to flocking, any kind of 
evergreen branches and cones 
will spread 
glistening 
white 


charrh over a mantel. Miss Gar- 
den suggests that you stuff the 
branches into a sturdy crockery 
pjar. Set this at one end of the 


mantel and let white sprays and 
cones form their own graceful 
design. Balance this decoration 
with tall white candles, placed 
at the other end of the mantel. 


For a door spray, use 
two 


pieces of flocked pine, balsam, 
fir, or what-have-you, and wire 
together. Hide the wire with a 
a big bow of red ribbon, and 
suspend a string of sleigh or 


- dime-store jingle bells from the 
spray. 


Make your Christmas tree out 


of a big pine cone this year. If 
the cone is flocked white and 
if its crevices are stuffed with 
bits of red velvet ribbon, the 
tiny tree will make up in gla- 
mor what it lacks in size. 


Plywood is used extensively in 
the construction of motion pic- 
ture sets.

; bottles provides the sturdy legs

fume. 


A perfume lamp of fine French 
porcelain gives a girl a gift of 
room sweetener and art object 
combined.
